The submarine Illem, it appears, 
fired a torpedo at a movable target 
and then came to the surface in order 
to see the effect produced.

the four to their own resources. 
Three of the men were washed off 
the deck, but the fourth clung to the 
submarine’s periscope.

Control Webworms in Corn by 
Cultural Methods. 


After C rep la Once FI anted and Field 


Ie Found to So Infested There 


Ie No Practicable Way of 
Getting Rid of Them* 


,(P re p a re d by th * U nited State* D ep artm en t 
af A griculture I 
Outbreaks of webworm* In corn In 
the Middle Eastern Mates can be pre­ 
cented only by cultural methods, ac­ 
cording to the bureau of entomology 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
Unlike most of our de­ 
structive pests, the various studies 
of webworms are all natives of Amer­ 
ica and have not been introduced 
from foreign lands. 
Hummer or very early fall plowing 
should be practiced. Plowing In late 
October or November his little effect 
because the worms are already In 
their winter webs under the surface 
of the ground. 
Land that has been 
In sod or pasture, or lain fallow and 
grown up to weeds and grass should 
he plowed In July or August, lf It is 
Intended to plant It to corn the fol­ 
lowing spring. 
Grasslands of all kinds—meadows, 
pastures, or lawns—furnish the nor­ 
mal food of sod webworms. but they 
also gnaw young corn plants below 
the surface and deform them so as 
to prevent the production of grain. 
After the corn Is once planted and 
the field Is found to be infested there 
Is no practicable method of getting 
rid of the worms; the only thing that 
can be done Is to produce conditions 
that will permit the corn to grow ta 
spite of them. 
Disking in the spring, the application 
of fertilizer, and the sowing of sound 
seed are the chief preventive meas­ 
ures that will have any effect. Nei­ 
ther poisoning nor trapping has met 
with any success.

all the employees at the points of guns 
and destroyed all the printed papers. 
Soldiers yesterday were garding the 
plant and refusing admission to every 
one, including’ Felix F . Palavicinni, 
the editor. 
The raiders were led by a former 
employee of the newspaper, who with 
drawn revolver 
demanded 
that the 
presses stop running. 
Employees of 
all kinds were ejected from the build­ 
ing, and the raiding party.after nail­ 
ing red and black flags to the door, 
waited until morning for the soldiers.

The department has received com­ 
mendation because of the new direc­

signs. 
These are 
eligible at 
night or daytime, because of tho con­ 
trasting black and yellow colors used.
